ing, placing before the country a ticket headed by John W. Davis 
of West Virginia with Governor Charles W. Hrvaii of Nebraska iu 
second place. 


Nominated on the 103rd ballot in the final dissolution of the dead- 


lock which had gripped the convention for 10 days, Mr. Davis began 
his services as the-leader of his party by upsetting precedent and ad- 
dressing the convention at the evening session and then going into 
conference with the convention managers over chok-e of a nominee 
for the vice presidency. 


Governor Bryan was chosen for second place on the ticket 


after his friends had placed before Mr. Davis and his conferees j 
an argument for selection of a western man of proven executive ca-, 
pacity, familiar with agriculture and in sympathy with the liberal;
